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NEXT TUESDAY SHALL IT BE 
BROWN OR REAGAN ??? 

Come next Tuesday November 8th the 
California electorate will go to the polls to 
vote for the office of Governor, State As¬ 
semblymen, State Senators, Congressman 
and State and local propositions. It's going 
to be a long ballot and one which each voter 
should study carefully before casting his vote. 

The race commanding the most atten¬ 
tion is that between Republican Ronald Reagan 
and Democrat Pat Brown. The polls say that 
Ronnie is leading and should be our next Go¬ 
vernor. Brown says that he will finish strong 
and will overtake the handsome actor. 

The qualifications of Ronald Reagan 
to hold the high office are non existant if 
measured in terms of experience. But be 
that as it may, the difference in the candi¬ 
dates is one of philosophy and issues. Look¬ 
ing at it from the standpoint of the Mexican— 
American and his fight to overcome poverty, 
his cry for a decent wage in the fields, pro¬ 
grams to benefit the child who has language 
and cultural differences in the schools, train¬ 
ing programs for better employment for the 
unskilled worker the election of Ronald Rea¬ 
gan would be a major catastrophe. 

Ronald Reagan's position regarding 
farm labor is well known. He favors the im¬ 
portation of braceros. He called the Delano 
march to Sacramento "a 300 mile Easter 
Egg Roll by Bleeding Hearts." 

Even Cesar Chavez and his farm¬ 
workers have officially endorsed Governor 
Brown. It is not so much that they love the 
Governor but the alternative would be disast¬ 
rous to the farm workers. 

Reagan has called unemployment in¬ 
surance "a prepaid vacation." He favors col¬ 
lege students paying tuition at our state col¬ 
leges. He has opposed Medicare which is 


now bringing medicai benefits to thousands 
of aged citizens. 

The total Reagan philosophy is one 
which favors the middle and upper class. It 
offers little for the solution of the social and 
economic problems faced by a disproportion- 
number of Mexican-Americans. Perhaps it 
is hard for most voters to remember that 
during 20 years of Republican rule before Pat 
Brown only three appointments of Mexican- 
Americans were made to any state posts. 

IfReagan has made any commitments 
to the Mexican-Americans of any consequence 
they are being kept secret. 

At the conventions of the American GI 
Forum and Mexican-American Political As¬ 
sociation Pat Brown was there in person. 

Reagan talked by telephone. What could be 
more indicative of Reagan's concern for our 
problems. 

I personally cannot afford the luxury 
of a Ronald Reagan, his lack of eXfierience, 
his lack of concert, his positions against 
most everything we have fought for. 

I would have to be blind to the Mexi¬ 
can-American struggle for equality and just¬ 
ice if my vote went to Ronald Reagan. 

It will go to Pat Brown....at least I 
know where we stand.

Student Initiative 1 s general aims in 
education were listed as 1) gathering and eva¬ 
luating data on the status of the Mexican 
American's higher educational enrollment 
2) establishing a center for Mexican-Ameri- 
can studies through utilization of research, 
centralized depository and college commun¬ 
ity resources, and 3) the pre-college pro¬ 
gram. 

These three phases of SI's program» 
are still in process and will be continually 
subjected to change. 

Under phase number one, the survey 
of Mexican-American higher educational en¬ 
rollment will be made in the Santa Cruz and 
Santa Clara Counties. The purpose of this 
study is to provide an understanding of the 
educational problems of the M-A and thus 
serve as a guide to the development of real¬ 
istic programs towards the elimination of this 
condition. Also the results of this survey 
will be utilized by numerous public and pri¬ 
vate agencies to provide better services (eg. 
welfare, education, etc.) 

Establishing a center for Mexican- 
American studies through the utilization of 
research, a centralized depository and col¬ 
lege community resources is Si's second 
phase and requires extensive cooperation. 
This multi-function center will include 1) a 
depository for compiling and disseminating 
data 2) development and coordination of comA 
munity action programs channeling the re¬ 
sources of the college community, and a spe¬ 
cial research project concerning the Mexican- 
American populace. 

Finally, the third level of Student Ini¬ 
tiative's three phase program is its pro-col¬ 
lege program. The object of this program is 
to provide a medium through which the attain¬ 
ability of higher education as a realistic al¬ 
ternative for Mexican-American high school 
students can be facilitated. Two basic rea¬ 
sons for the low proportion of M-A students 


represented in college is the absence of ade¬ 
quate 1) information about higher education 
and 2) motivation within the ethnic group to 
pursue higher education. 

The above is a hypothesis .derived 
from the '«attitudes and behaviour which em¬ 
phasize the heritage of the M-A. The basics 
of the pre-college program consists of three 
inter-related phases: Panel discussions dur¬ 
ing the full semester; continued discussions 
and visits to college c a m p u s e s during the 
spring semester; and a study skills summer 
program. 

The discussion panels will make avail¬ 
able to the student any information concern¬ 
ing college-educational as well as financial 
wise. 

I he Visits to the SJS campus orient 
the student to the college atmosphere. 

Finally, the study skills program is 
designed to provide the high school student 
with familiarity to study skills crucial to his 
scholastic development. These include lib¬ 
rary usage skills, study techniques, '‘speed, 
and remedial reading and basic typing. 

Our third faculty advisor is Dr. Jack 
Pierce, Professor of Anthropology. Prior to 
r e c* e i v i n g his doctorate at Stanford he at¬ 
tended the University of ^Oregon at Eugene. 
In 1958 he started teaching at SJS. Dr. 
Pierce's interest is social change and he be¬ 
lieves that "The American society should live 
up to its ideals and provide an equal opport¬ 
unity for everyone. Lf society fails to do this 
the burden falls on the individual groups."
